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SPECIAL REPORT BY BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The following letter will explain to residents of many 
streets of the Town why they have not had their particular 
road tarred during the past two years. These regulations 
were in force during 1937 as well as in 1938, but no specific 
letter was issued covering the same. Mr. Rowe district 
Ingineer personaily enforced the rulings which prohibited 
the repair of the roads under Chapter 81. This year in order 
that there be no possibility of discussion of the roads in 
question the Department of Public Works.

Gentlemen: 


In section 27, Chapter 81 of the General Laws there 
is a provision that prohibits the spending of any of the 
combined funds on streets that comprise the thickly set- 
tled districts. 


This provision reads as follows: 


“No work is to be done under the preceding 
section in any district where the dwelling 
houses or structures devoted to business are 
situated at intervals averaging less than 200 
feet for the distance of a quarter of a mile.”

In’ order that your Board and this office miayspemm 
agreement as to the practical application of this part of 
the statue, I am sending you enclosed two prints showing 
the thickly settled areas in the Northern and Southern 
parts of the Town. A third print shows the Charles River 
Grove section including certain accepted as public ways 
by the, Town in 1938. 


A list of streets in all these areas together with their 
respective lengths is also enclosed. Regarding the thickly 
settled areas, since the statute specifically prohibits the 
spending of any of the combined Chapter 81 funds on such 
streets, it will be necessary for you to raise at your coming 
Town meeting, not only the amount needed to meet the 
States allotment but enough in addition to take care of 
the years maintenance of these thickly settled streets. 


Regarding the Streets in the Charles River Grove Sec- 
tion: We feel that where these streets when accepted by 
the Town were poorly defined on the ground, lacking for 
the most part any semblance to a street, the Town should 
first, by means of a special appropriation, roughly grade 
these streets to aline and grade before any of the Chapter 
81 money is allotted for their maintenance. For that rea- 
son we are including them in the group on which no Chap- 
ter Sl funds, may be spent.

-cover the cost of improvement and maintenance of the 
highways listed above. Whether the Town takes care of 
these roads itself or works in conjunction with the Federal 
Government in the improving or tarring of the same, it is 
only fair to notify the residents of those districts of the 
true. state of facts which prevent the Board.of Selectmen 
from tarring the streets named above.

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ANNUAL REPORT Of The BOARD Of SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Beilingham: 


The Board of Selectment organized on March 14, 1938. 
Paul Robidoux was unanimously voted in as chairman, and 
Walter LeBlanc was unanimously voted in as Soldiers Re- 
lief Agent for the year. Leo A. Stearns was unanimously 
appointed Clerk of the Board and W. P. A. Coordinator for 
the ensuing year. 


The Board met on Monday evenings with the exception 
of holidays, when the meetings were held on Tuesday 
evenings. Meetings were held every week in order to ex- 
pedite the handling of the many problems confronting 
the Board during the year. The Board thus continued the 
practice of weekly meetings established by the previous 
Board, and found that the practice aided them greatly in 
solving the Town’s numerous problems. 


Highway Department: The Highway Department was 
very ably handled by the Superintendent of Streets, Timo- 
thy E. Foley. Highway payroll rates which were a pro- 
minent factor in the increased efficiency of the Highway 
Department during the previous year were continued dur- 
ing 1938, and resulted in the maintenance of the same high 
efficiency during the past year by the Department. 


During the year of 1938, the Board through its busi- 
ness-like handling of the purchases of tar and asphalt, was 
able to secure tar for 8.8c. per gallon contrasted with 13c. 
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and 12c. respectively-for the years of 1935 and 1936. As- 
phalt was purchased as low as 6.8c. and none of it cost 
more than 7.0c. per gallon, contrasted with the 13c. price 
paid in 1936. The Board purchased tar and asphalt lower 
than the State, the Federal Government and lower than 
any Town anywhere near this vicinity. The Board esti- 
mated that is saved nearly $2,000.00 on tar and asphalt pur- 
chases compared with those of 1935 and 1936. During the 
“past year the Board saved considerable on the purchase of 
Highway supplies through competitive bidding, prior to 
the purchase of the same. During the past year tae 
purchased virtually all its gasoline directly from the pro- 
ducers. This purchasing system enabled the Town to pur- 
chase the gasoline at a price ranging from 8 to 9c. net com- 
pared with the 16, 17-and 18c. paid to service staciome: 
The ‘savings to the Town in these gasoline purchases. 
which resulted in the Town purchasing gasoline for less 
than, 4% the service.station price in some instancesmine- 
sulted in savings of more than $2,000.00 of the tax-payers 
money during the past year. The Board could not have 
been able to operate all of its present machinery and equip- 


ment unless it had adopted the above manner of purchasing 
gasoline, because the Town uses over 350 gallons a week 
with all its equipment in operation. ‘The Board also pur- 
chased virtually all of its oil at wholesale prices of 40c. 
per gallon and less for first grade oil, compared with the 
service station price of 25c. and 30c. per quart paid in prior 
years, for the same grade oil. This latter method of pur- 
chasing resulted in saving of several hundred dollars in 


past. year. 
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In conclusion the Board is proud of its record of hav- 
ing constructed more new tarred road surface, and repaired 
with asphalt and crushed stone more road surface than in 
any previous year in the Town history:* he Board 1s 
positive that this mileage exceeds that of any previous year, | 
not excepting the years when several thousand dollars were 


spent on special appropriations for new roads. 


South Main St. Bridge and Grade Crossing Elimination 
Project: The board of Selectmen are pleased to state that 
they can definitely assure the people of Bellingham that 
the Railroad grade crossing elimination project, involving 
ihe construction of a new bridge on South Main Street and 
closing of the Mendon Road grade Crossing, will start this 
Spring. This project according to latest information will 
call for the construction of concrete reinforced bridge about 
thirty feet wide with concrete sidewalks 8 feet wide, and 
necessary approaches from both sides of the bridge: con- 
struction of a new road from South Main to Mendon Road 
on the North side of the grade crossing: and the blocking 
of Mendon Road on both sides of the railroad crossing. 
From recent reports secured from the Department of Pub- 
‘lic Works this project has been on the Commissioner’s 
desk awaiting advertisement since the first of October. Fi- 
nal plans of the project are complete, and the start of the 
same will be, possible when engineers are available by 
transfer from the emergency work in the Western part of 
the state. The project would have been started last fall 
had not every available engineer been transferred to the 
Western part of the state. There is no question about the 


ultimate construction of the project, for both the state and 
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Vedcral funds necessary for the construction have been set 
aside. In fact recently the Board authorized the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to negotiate the settlement of the 


land damages involved in the project. 


Police Department: The Police Department was ably 
and energetically supervised by Chief Euclid Fleuette, and 
Deputy-Chief Harvey Foley. Traffic was capably handled 
at the various social functions, carnivals, and amusement 
events during the past year. Police Department, also 
handled traffic at the churches of the Town with dispatch 
and efficiency. The Department very efficiently enforced 
the law, and was able to set a splendid record in appre- 
hending of criminals and other law violators. 


Fire Department: The Fire Department was efficiently 
handled by Chief Wasyl Kornicki. In the past year the 
Board was obliged to purchase 500 feet of hose for the De- 
partment. During the year the Board discovered that 
there was less than 200 feet of passable hose available for 
use, and in the event of a sizeable fire, the defective lines 
were in serious danger of bursting and severely handi- 
capping the Department in the time of dire emergency. 
The Board bought 500 feet of first quality double mildew 
proof hose which will last the department for several years 
to come. The Board could have purchased a far cheaper 
hose, but the fabric in the new hose will outwear three of 
the single thickness ordinary hose. This hose purchase 
accounted for the slightly larger amount of expenditures 
by the department during the past year. The Selectmen 
again came to a satisfactory working agreement with the 
Medway Fire Department for handling of the fires in Cary- 
ville, and North Bellingham. 
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Forest Fire Department: This department was ably 
handled by Edgar Scott during the past year. Several 
disastrous forest fires again brought about unexpected ex- 


penditures in this department. 


Health: Through a decrease in hospitalization cases 
and capable handling of\certain cases the Board was able 
to carry out the decreased expenditures recommended in 
the previous report, in fact the board had a slight surplus 
ieee mrenior transier at the close of the year. In the 
coming year the Board believes that the expenditures of 
the Department can be further decreased unless unforseen 


circumstances occur. 


Soldiers Relief: By careful planning and economical 
handling of Veterans cases the Board was able to keep the 
Soldiers Kelief Department expenses within a reasonable 
figure, despite the fact that there were more unemployed 

-veterans in the Town during the past year than ever before. 
Where was a slight increase over the previous years ex- 
penditures, but no more was expended than in any average 
year, despite the heavy load at the start of the past year, 
and a serious hospitalization case, which prevented the 


Board from reducing the expenditures below the 1938 level. 


W. P.A.: During the past year the Board of Selectmen 
egemiect aplie.to secure W. P. A. employiment for a large 
number of needy families. In fact the Board was able to 
secure the employment of about 350 needy heads of fam- 
ilies, by assignment to the various projects in the Town. 


At one single time there was over 250 working on the 
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W. P. A. Total Payrolls on W. P. A. projects operating 
in Bellingham reached approximately $150,000. a sum larger 
than the Town spent on all of its appropriations excepting 
the High School Building fund and new Water works. 
These payrolls contained more than three times as much 
funds and three times as many heads of families as were 
employed in any prior year of Federal Relief Administra- 
tion. The Board can well recall the fact that in March 
of 1937 when the people of Bellingham entrusted the Gov- 
ernment of the Town to the present group, that there were 
exactly 43 men on W. P. A. and the Selectmen had to 
Stuupcle hard*to keep the W. P. A. from wedtcinease as 
Town’s quota to 17, because the Welfare Board insisted 
that there were practically no unemployed in the Town. 
The Director of quotas for the old District No. 2 W. P. A. 
informed me that Bellingham was well off, because during 
the year of 1936 Bellingham was under its quota every 
month but the month June. In other words during 11 of 
those twelve months Bellingham could have obtained more 
persons on W. P. A. if it desired to do so. This factor pre- 
vented the Board from obtaining any increase in quota in 
district No. 2 while the W. P. A. was operated under the 
old system, because every time the Board requested more 
men on W. P. A. they would produce a statement from the 
local Welfare office stating that only three or four persons 
were receiving welfare or were unemployed. This factor 
made it extremely difficult even when the W. P. A. was 


reorganized for the Board to convince the W. P. A. that 
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Bellingham really needed an increase in quota, because the 
Welfare Department has during the past three years con- 
tinually underestimated the number of unemployed in the 
Town of Bellingham. The Welfare Board never has been 
able to furnish a satisfactory reason for its continued under- 
estimation of employment in the Town. The Board is ex- 
tremely proud of its record of being able to state that from 
the first of July to the first of November, 1938 there was not 
a single unemployed citizen that was able to appear on the 
project that was not taken care of by being placed off the 
Welfare rolls and on the W. P. A. 


Many people can not figure out why Bellingham has 
been treated so well by the W. P. A. It can be explained 
quite simply. The Selectmen have been willing to do any- 
thing within its power to cooperate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment. If the Government insisted on the Town furnish- 
ing more equipment of or supplies on a project, the Board 
would do its best to satisfy the demand. The Board 
secondly had sufficient foresight to plan worthwhile pro- 
jects to operate, and to have an adequate supply of them 
ready for opcration in the event that Bellingham’s quota 
would be increased. When Bellingham asked for an in- 
crease in quota, the first question asked would be: Has 
_ Bellingham the projects available to place these men to 
work? Under the present Board, Bellingham always had 
sufficient projects available to meet the unemployment 


needs of its people. In fact in December 1937, Bellingham 
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was one of the few towns and cities in the state that had _ 
the projects available to place any sizeable increase in 
quota to work, and hence Bellingham profited by the fore- 
sight of its Selectmen, for Bellingham received increases 
in quota when other towns could not receive the same. In 
addition the Federal Government greatly appreciated the 
Boards determination to use worthwhile projects and at- 
tempt to really produce something of permenant value for 
the money spent by the Federal Government in the Town. 
This attitude contrasts sharply with the Board predeces- 
sors, who apparently did not care what the men did as long 
as the Federal Government was paying for the same. When 
the Board assumed control in 1937, it was reminded very 
pointedly then and many times thereafter that never had 
Bellingham completed a project of any kind with the 
orignal funds allotted for the same, and in the case of the 
notorious Town Hall Project, the Town received three 
separate grants and still the project was not completed. 
This unsavory project has prevented the Board from ob- 
taining the approval of any project that calls for building 
any structure unless Bellingham guarantees to furaien the 
skilled help necessary for the completion of the same, ie 
oe event that the W. P. A. cannot. The board has at- 
tempted to secure a project to remodel the Vegetable cellar 
in the rear of of the Town Hall, but cannot secure the 
approval of the same until an architect plans a layout of 


the same. 
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Before March 1937 projects were abruptly shut down 
at frequent intervals, and men thrown out of work for many 
weeks at a time because the Selectmen were not able to 
plan ahead and discover when the project funds would 
expire, and make provision for the transfer of the men prior 
to the exhaustion of the funds. Since March 1937 the Board 
can point with pride to the fact that not a single man lost 
a days work through the failure of the Selectmen to pro- 
vide projects on to which to transfer men and not a man 
lost a days work in the transfer of men from one project 
to another. This record cannot be duplicated by any town 
in these parts. The clerk has even gone to Boston, secured 
the slips and deposited them out here in the correct post- 
offices to guarantee the delivery of the slips-in time for the 


men to report on the project without loss of time. 


W. P. A. PROJECT OPERATIONS: 


Farm to Market Roads: During the past year the Board 
operated this project on a much larger scale than ever before. 
Operations were handicapped because of lack of equipment 
to properly employ all the men assigned, to the project. 
The Board could have obtained better results if it had twice 
as many trucks on the project. The Board could only place 
five trucks on the project, whereas ten were really needed 
for the proper operation of the same. The Board would 
like to congratulate the men of this project for the splendid 
work accomplished with the equipment available, for they 
graveled more roads in the past year than were graveled in 


any two previous years, of the Town history. Not all of 
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this successful operation can be traced too the large number 
of men available for the project, but must be traced to the 
excellent supervision, splendid cooperation of the men and 
the complete utilization of all the equipment available for 
the project. The Board can recall in the past when nine 
trucks were placed on the project along with a bulldozer 
by the Federal Government that progress was far slower 
than in the past two years. The previous administration 
even placed a steamshovel on the project in conjunction 
with the Federal trucks and the progress was not as rapid 
as under the present regime. The Present Board has 
finished many roads which were started by the prior 
resime, ptt found not one of the roads started had been 
completed. The present group has attempted wherever 
possible to finish the roads which it started, and the Board 


believes that it has been quite successful in this. 


Residents of South Bellingham have been suffering 
ftom many roads that were impassable for many months 
of the year. Previous Selectmen had apologized for their 
condition, and stated that as much as they regretted it 
that there was nothing that could be done about improving 
the condition of these terrible roads. They stated that the 
State would not permit them to repair these roads. In 
that statement the previous Board was correct. The State 


would not permit the present Board to repair the roads. 
They stated that the Federal Government would also not 
permit them to repair the roads. In that statement they 


were not correct, for no project was ever drawn up in this 
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town which covered these roads. The present Board is 
pleased to state that it did not intend to continue to apolo- 
gize for the condition of the roads in the Southern part of 
the Town, but determined to do something about the roads 
iacteaa., ihe Board is pleased to give a list of streets re- 
paired in the area that were banned by the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works, but which the Board has been able 
to repair in the past two years, along with the approximate 


length of the same:

The Board is proud of its record for overcoming the 
obstacles which prevented the people of South Bellingham 
from obtaining passable roads out of their property, and 
wish to state that all the roads of South Bellingham are 
now in passable condition for the first time in the history 
of the Town. In another year the Board hopes to arrange 


by special appropriation for a fund to tar some of these 
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roads before they deteriorate to the condition in which the 
Board found them. There does not seem to be any hope of 
aid from the state in tarring the above roads, and thus 


there seems to be no other alternative but a special appro- 


priation for their improvement in conjunction with a Fed-’ 


eral Project for the tarring of the same. 


The Board .also lists the other streets repaired with 


the approximate mileage of the same:

The W. P. A. is still working on the Farm to Market 
roads project, and the Board hopes eventually to be able 


to repair all the roads of the Town through this project. 


Gypsy Moth Project: The W. P. A. creosoted and 
sprayed with arsenate of lead an area ranging from 50’ to 


200’ wide along all the highways of the Town. This pro- 


ject did wonders in keeping the Gypsy moth under control. 


in Bellingham: The men also thinned out 30 or 40 acres 
of brush land nearby seriously reducing fire hazards, and 


spread of the gypsy moths. 
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Sidewalk Project: The Board had hoped to start con- 
struction on this project.on South Main Street from Center 
Seeeeimup to the High School, but the County has not -as 
yet made its final land’ taking on that stretch of road. 
Progress on this project was hampered by the inability 
to secure assignment of sufficient carpenters and cement 
finishers on the project, and the late start of the project. 
The assignment Division was reluctant to place carpenters 
and cement finishers on the project, because inclement 
weather was apt to shut the project down at any time. 
Uncertain weather hampered the progress of project no- 
ticeably. Sidewalks which were constructed can be com- 
pared favorably with that of surrounding towns. The pro- 
ject was suspended and can be reopened in the Spring. 
Federal Government’s contribution of $3,000.00 worth of 
cement on this project will lower cost of project to tax- 
payers considerably. This roughly is 3gths of the total 
cost of cement allowed for in the project which calls for 
the construction of 5 miles of concrete sidewalks and curbs 
throughout the Town. Project called for $28,435.00 Fed- 
eral Labor. The Board beleives that this project will result 
in a vast improvement of Bellingham Real estate values as 
well as providing adequate protection for pedestrians in 


the settled areas of Bellingham. 


Emergency Work: Bellingham’s W. P. A. Workers 
herculean efforts speedily cleared the Town’s many high- 
ways after the disastrous Hurricane. Within three days 


all the accepted town highways had been cleared, so as 
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to be made passable. This emergency work was continued 
by the W. P. A. untii ali the stumps along the highways, 
and the dangerous branches and trees had been removed. 
The Board believes that the W. P. A. did an excellent job 
in this emergency work. At the present time the W. P. A. 
is clearing out fire lanes and removing serious fire hazards 
in the woods around isolated homes which were seriously 
menaced by fallen timber which made the woods impass- 
able. The W. P. A. has limbed and cut-up into log lengths 
thousands of pines which were felled, and the branches 
were burned so as to remove that serious fire hazard. It 
is expected that this project will result in the clearing of 
all fire lanes in the woods and the cutting up of timber 
within 300’ or 400° of homes. Unquestionably this will 
result in the lessening of the forest fire hazards now so 


serious in the woods of the Town. 


_ Book Repair Project: This project has been in oper- 
ation for a few months, and has resulted in the repair of 
several hundred books for the Schools and Library. This 
project will enable the town to save many books which 
otherwise would have been discarded, or repaired by pri- 


vate firms at the town’s expense. 


Playground Project: Although tremendous amounts of 
fill, loom and gravel have been put in place, this project 


has not been completed as yet. It is estimated that over 


70,000 cubic yards of fill have been put in place on this 


project. Operations were slowed down for the following 


reasons: The Board was not able to secure a W. RP, Ay 


Res, Ai 


* y hry te . 
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engineer that could handle such a vast project until Sep- 
femipemeor thie past. year. The excessive rainfall of the 
past summer and spring mired the equipment at frequent 
intervals and presented the Board with a serious problem 
oi proper drainage of the football field, that had not been 
expected. ‘This drainage problem has been solved but the 
engineer was obliged to put in a much deeper fill than was 
planned in the project. This naturally slowed down the 
project very noticeably. The project was also handicapped 
by lack of proper equipment to properly accomplish the 
job. The town really needed a steamshovel and better 
trucks on the project. The Board would have liked to 
furnish the above but the financial condition of the Town 
prevented the Board from doing so. Asa result the Board 
was obliged to carry on this project with loaders and anti- 
quated trucks. [Equipment was continually breaking down 
and the Board was unable to replace the same with proper 
equipment. With the start of the W. P. A. water works 
project it is believed that the Board can furnish the equip- 
ment necessary for the speedy completion of the project, so 
Papuemeean be used this coming year. - Fhe Board spent 
considerable time grading the grounds about the high 
school so as to make it appear presentable. The contractor 
did only rough grading and no filling. bhew@archi tects 
plans negletced to provide for stairs and walks leading to 
the High School, in fact failed to provide for the stairs 
which would enable the pupils to reach the main floor of 


the school from the ground level. The Board attempted to 
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secure permission to construct the stairs and walks with 
W. P. A. labor, but it could never secure the same. The 


W. P. A. stated that there was no earthly reason why the 


P. W. A. High School Project did not provide for the stairs © 


and. walks asked. for by’ the.Town. The W..) Po3Aeiier 
mitted the Board to do all the grading and filling necessary 
for the stars and walks, but:the actual laying of the forms 
and cement was paid for by the Town. It is estimated 
that the stairs and walks cost the town nearly $900.00 out 
of the W. P: A. appropriation. 'This expense was not anti- 
cipated by the Board which felt that it should have been 
taken carevot by the contractor. If the W. PSAg@iaemmee 
constructed these stairs and walks the high school could 
not have opened.as it did. The Board feels that ‘its land= 
scaping has greatly improved the appearance of the High 
School. This extra. work prevented the. W.. P.A; from 
completing its fill for the football and baseball fields: With 
reasonable weather, sufficient men and equipment avail- 
able, then the Board feels that the football and baseball 
fields can be made ready for use during the coming summer 


and fall. 


Engineering Project: During the past 10 months a 
group of W. P. A. Engineers, surveyors, draftsmen, and 
rod men have been gathering together information and 
notes necessary for the laying out of a map which will 

contain the Town. bounds, the layout of all roads and 


bounds, properly coordinated with the bounds of other 


towns, and reduced to a scale. This will be the first accu-: 
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rate map that has ever been made of the Town, and will 
be the basis of another project which will locate all the 
real estate of the Town correctly on the various streets, 
and in relation to other property adjoining the same. This 
will enable the Board of Assessors to locate all the taxable 
property of the town, and will settle all problems arising 
from boundary lines. This project has been making satis- 


factory progress to date. 


Surplus Commodities: This project was mor expensive 
than in past years to operate for several reasons: first the 
Board paid approximately $400.00 per year to the Federal 
Government to defray the cost of materials used on the 
sewing project. This is a cost which did not exist prior 
to the close of 1937. guest the town must defray the 
cost of all bags, paper containers of all types, twine, and 
other supplies necessary for the project. This and the 
fact that the town must defray the cost of transporting all 
these commodities to the needy recipients of the Town. 
Thirdly during the past year the Commodities in amount 
and quantity have far exceeded that of prior years. Total 
cost value of commodities passed out by the Commodity 
division to needy of the Town was nearly $22,000.00 during 
the past year. 
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The Board has on hand ready to operate or in the 
process of securing approval from the Federal Govern- 


ment, the following projects: 


1. Town Wide Concrete Sidewalk Project, only small 
amount of funds available for this project have been 


used. 


2.» Drainage Project.. This project carries Ontptmemees 
commendations of the Engineering firm of Metcalf 
and Eddy which made the survey of the drainage 
problems of South Bellingham. This project has had 
the approval of the Federal Government and calls 
for over $8,000.00 Federal Labor. It is expected that 
this project will straighten out some of the drainage 
problems of South Bellingham, for it calls for the 
construction of drainage pipe and open drain con- 
necting with the drain which now crosses Center St. 
and send the water via Summer St. to the Peters 


River, instead of its present course. 


3.’ A school records project which will tabulate and 
classify the past school records of Bellingham School 
Children, will be of considerable value to School De- 
partment. In process of approval by the Federal 


Government. Federal Funds $3,828.00. 


4. Bellingham’s W. P. A. Water Project, calls for the 
installation of over 52,000 feet of water mains, 


throughout various parts of the Town. This project 
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to used in conjunction with the P. W. A. project will 
provide water for many residents of the town which 
could not be reached by the P. W. A. project. Total 
cost of the project to the Town and Federal Govern- 
ment to be nearly $207,000.00. The Board expects 
speedy approval of this project which will bring about 
the fulfilling of the hopes of the progressive minded 
people of Bellingham, by giving the residents of 
Bellingham the Town water which it has needed so 


badly for these many years. 


The Board of Selectmen wish at this time to extend 
their sincere appreciation to the many W. P. A. workers 
of the Town for the splendid work that they have done on 
Pee oiouss projects durine the past. year... The. Board 
appreciates their cooperation which have made it possible 
for the present Board to accomplish more Town improve- 
ments in the past year than in any year in the Town’s 


history. 


In closing the present Board believes that it has done 
its utmost to give the Town of Bellingham an able and 
efficient administration. All departments under its imme- 
diate controll have been managed with efficiency and econ- 
omy, despite the very heavy relief load which the Board 
Mas peen obliged to take care of on the Highway and 


We P. A. The Board has endevored to give the Town 
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something worthwhile for the money expended on the 
Highways and W. P. A. The Board would have preferred 
having more equipment on the various jobs, but the Board 
felt that the Town could not afford the expense of all the 
equipment that was necessary for the most efficient oper- 


ation of all the various jobs in the Town. 


We wish to extend our appreciation to the various 


Town officials for their cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
BELLINGHAM FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 


The School Committee of the Town of Bellingham 
hereby submits its annual report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1938, 


Our first real problem came with the resignation, in 
July, of our superintendent, John H. Gotschall. Mr. Gots- 
schall had been with us for two (2) years during which time 
he had done laudable work, having been an influential ad- 
vocate of a local high school, having devoted much time 
and effort in supporting a project for that local high school, 
and, having raised the standard of our schools to a new 
level. The members of the committee avail themselves 
of this opportunity to thank Mr. Gotschall publicly for his 
constructive work and to wish him well in his new position. 
We feel justly proud, however, in having discovered a 
fitting solution to our major problem in the person of 
Jules 1. Philie, our present superintendent of schools. Mr. 
Philie was chosen from a field of fifteen candidates. He 
is a graduate of Holy Cross College, has done graduate 
work at the Rhode Island College of Education, Brown 
University, and Clark University. His teaching experience 
may be summarized as follows: Two years in Loyola High 
School, New York City; eight years in Woonsocket Senior 
High School; four years in Woonsocket Senior Evening 
School teaching civil service courses; and three years as 
principal of the Kendall Dean School, Slatersville, R. I. 
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Mr. Philie holds the following certificates: High School 
Teacher’s Certificate in the State of Rhode Island; Elemen- 
tary School Teacher’s Certificate in the Staté oP nhede 
Island; Elementary School Principal’s Certficate; super- 
intendent’s certificate for superintendency unions in the 
State of Mass. His qualifications and experinéce ede 
to place the utmost confidence in him and to elect himas 
the logical man for the position. Our confidence and our 
action were justified and rewarded inasmuch as Mr, Philie 
immediately stepped in where Mr. Gotschall had left, and 
carried on successfully from that point. He followed the 
high school project through to a successful completion, im- 
proved working conditions for the children by causing 
certain timely repairs and replacements to be made and 
systematized the instruction in our schools by introducing 
courses of study in the different grades. 


For the benefit of non-citizens, elementary and ad- 
vanced americanization classes were conducted two even- 


ings per week in both the North and South schools. 


As formerly stated in our annual report, .the Com= 
munity Building was condemned for school purposes by 
the State Building Inspector and its occupancy for the past 
year by school pupils was tolerated only insofar as we could 
prove that something was being done to take care of those 
pupils in another building. We have therefore transferred 
the sixth grade and special class to the new high schael 
building. The facilities of the Practical Arts and House- 
hould Arts departments in the high school are now avail- 
‘ble to special class pupils. We have also transferred an 


other sixth grade group from the South school to the high 
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school building. This last transfer has made it possible for 
us to remedy an overcrowded condition in the fifth grade. 
There are now two fifth grade divisions one of which oc- 
cupies what was formerly the sixth grade room. 


In the field of music, our music supervisor has ex- 
tended his services to include the direction of the high 
school orchestra. For further details we refer you to the 
music supervisor’s report. a 


Because of our local high school we were able to merge 
elementary and high school transportation and in so doing 
to lower our monthly transportation costs from $738 to 


$425. 


The following repairs (some the indirect result of the 
hurricane) were made: At the Center school, the roof was 
reshingled, the flagpole was reset, the ceilings in the hall- 
ways were plastered; at the South school, the main roof 
was patched, the sub-roof over the Franklin road entrance 
was reshingled, the lavatories were partly renovated, and 
the ceilings in the stairway and the hallway were plastered. 
feet o?, atrangements have been made for a W. P. A. 
repair project which will include painting, plastering, re- 
mato, etc..... in the South school. 


The building of sidewalks in the vicinity of the South 
school has made it possible for our Junior Traffic Patrol 
to work more efficiently insuring greater safety for our 
children. 


’ As regards the local high school, may it suffice to say 
that we are thoroughly convinced that it is in all ways a 
decided asset ‘to the town and to its inhabitants. A per- 
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usal of the reports of the Superintendent and High School 
Principal respectively will no doubt verify our statement. 


We offer our siticere thanks to the members Of the 
Building “Committee, to the members ‘of- themieauameen 
Selectmen, to the Superintendent of Streets tosis 
town officials, and to W. P. A. Officials and workers for 
their wholehearted cooperation with the School Depart- 
ment, in titmeror aiced. 


As to’our budget for the year 1939, we aresaskina = ron 
a gross appropriation which is somewhat larger than that 
of 1938. We know, however, that you, citizens of Belling- 
ham, fully realize that the net appropriation and not the 
gross appropriation is the important factor in determining 
the tax rate. We therefore point with pride to.the fact 
that because of the large reimbursements to be paid the 
Town on account of General School Fund Part 1, General 
School Fund. Part I], Superintendent’s Salary, Tuition of 
State Wards, and Citizenship Classes, our net appropriation 
(net cost by taxation) will be considerably less than the 
net appropriation for 1938. 


We -are deeply. erateful to the supenntendemomas 
schools, to every teacher in the schools of Bellingham, — 
to the members of the American Legion and te theyniem= 
bers of the Parent Teacher Association for their untiring 
efforts in making the school year 1938 a truly educational 
one.

Enrollment 


Our total enrollment this year is 747 which is an in- 
crease of 24 pupils over last year’s enrollment. We have 
in the High School 140 students as compared with 141 last 
year and 607 Elementary pupils as compared with 582 last 
year. The distribution of the Elementary pupils, however, 
is abnormal. 


Last September in the South School. in grades 4 and 
5 we found the unusual situation in which we had 93 
pupils for these two grades. In order to alleviate this 
condition and to reduce the teacher-pupile load, it was 
necessary to create grade 5B. In grade 6 in September we 
had 55 pupils. We found that it was necessary to break 
this up into two groups. 


Due to the fact that the Community House has been 
ccendemned by the state authorities for school purposes, 
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we were obliged to discontinue having classes in that build- 
ing. The two groups that were housed in that building 
were transferred to the new High School building. 


Owing to the crowded conditions at the South School, 
we were obliged to transfer one class from here to the 
High School building so that with the opening of the new 
High School building in October, we had to place three 
classes of pupils into the new building. All available space 
at the South School is now being used with an overflow of 
three classes that are in the new High School. 


Tests 


Heretofore standardized tests have been given to the 
pupils in all the subjects throughout the grades. While 
I believe that the results of these tests are of some value, 
yet I question their reliability and validity. By the end 
of this school year we will have a course of study estab- 
lished which will be adapted to the needs and requirements 
of our community. Based upon this course of study, ex- 
amnations will be given at the half-year mark and in June 
to all pupils in all the subjects in grades 4 to 8. I will 
prepare these tests with the assistance of the teachers. 
The results of these examinations will be subsequently 
interpreted, in such a way, as to find ways and means of 
improving construction. 


Evening School 


Instruction in citizenship and adult education is being 
offered two nights each week at the South School and at 
the North School. Many adults have taken advantage of 
this opportunity. Since the inception of the evening school 
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classes, many adults have been able to pass examinations 
leading. to citizenship.. Mr. Roy teaches. at) the msaagum 
School and Mr. O’Mara at the North School. More people 
should take advantage of these classes. It may be of in- 
terest to mention that the state returns to the town 50% 
of all money expended toward evening schools. _ 


Health 


The health work of past-years has been, carmied Gmmas 
usual through our elementary schools and in: addition, 
this same kind of work has been done in our new High 
School. The report of the District Nurse is embodied in 
this school report and should be read by all. 


High School 


The new High School building was formerly opened on 
October 24. It was to have been opened:on the LOth=but 
due to several factors, such as the hurricane and the truck 
strike, an unforeseen delay arose which necessitated our 


opening on the 24th instead of on the 10th, that is, two 
weeks later than had been previously planned. 


In organizing a curriculum for the High School, we 
faced the realization that our High School pupils had at- 
tended two different high schools, that is, Milford and 
Franklin, where the curricula in those places were not 
identical; therefore, in preparing our own curriculum we 
found that it would be expedient, in so far as reasonably 
possible, to include all the subject matter offered in the 
above curricula so that our course of study would be so 
adapted as to offer to our pupils a continuance of the same 
subject matter that they had had in these other High 
Schools. 
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Cur pupils are very fortunate in may ways in their 
present situation. I will endeavor to state a few of. the 
advantages they are deriving at present. Most of ther are 
returning to their homes at an earlier hour than formerly, 
thus giving them an opportunity for more recreation and 
other activities after school. They have the best and latest 
in text books and other working materials. They are able 
to participate more freely in extra-curricular activities. We 
have a work shop that is well equiped and well managed. 
We also have a household arts department which has the 
latest in equipment. In this department the pupils are 
taught foods and clothing. It is my earnest desire that 
more parents would avail themselves of the opportunity 
to visit this new school and to notice, in particular, the 
advantages. offered iMtnesectwo departments, ji be one 
Outstanding advantage that the pupils have, is the fact 
that their classes are generally small and in this way they 
are capable of obtaining more individual instruction and 
attention from the teachers. In other words if a student is 
ima class of 20 pupils, he will get more individual in- 
pipeton and time from the teacher than if he wereiin a 


class of 35 or 40 pupils. 


A Glee Club has been organized at the High School 
by one of the faculty, Mr. O'Mara. We have asked Mr. 
David Gellatly, our supervisor of music, to organize a band. 


The enthusiasm in this runs high. 


We have successfully built up a civic spirit among the 
High School students in which all of them take pride. I 
will suggest that you read very carefully the reports of the 


coaches in regards to athletic activities. 
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Scholarship 
The scholarship in Bellingham is very good, yet there 


is room for improvement. I feel that it is my primary and 
most important duty as a Superintendent to try to improve 


instruction. 


Much to my surprise when |] came here, I observed 
that there was no course of study in any of the grades 
except for grades 7 and 8 in English. Since that time I 
have had several meetings with the teachers of the Elemen- 
tary Schools and before the end of this school year I am 
quite certain that with the help of these teachers, a course 
of study will be prepared covering grades 3 through 8 
for the schools of the entire town. The necessity for such 
a course of study is quite obvious, inasmuch as, we should 
at all times, strive to attain uniformity of instruction and 
see’ to it that all the teachers are informed as to the én= 


tirety of the subject matter in the schools. 


Homework 


Homework has been a much debated subject among 
educators within the last decade. There are two schools of 
thought on this subject. On One hand we have those who 
still believe that home assignments should be given as 
they always have been, in more or less large quantities, 
notwithstanding the social changes in every day life. The 
modern school of thought, on the other hand, in dealing 
with this subject has taken into consideration the ever 
changing modes of home life and have found it necessary 
to lessen the amount of homework, heretofore given and in- 
sist that this work be done in the schools under the proper 


supervision of the teacher.

Personally I feel that the ideal situation in the homes 


today for real concentration and study does not exist. 


Every home today has its radio, its parties, social 
callers and other family group-activities, therefore, we 
must conclude that it is both unwise and unfair to expect 
the child to do from two to three hours of homework everv 
night under such home conditions. A splendid situation 
for proper study in the home is a quiet room in which the 
child can isolate himself and in which he can do some real 
thinking. In all fairness to ourselves and to the children, 
this ideal condition does not exist today. The only alter- 
native left for us is to have the teachers devote the latter 
‘part of each recitation period to what is known as “super- 
vised study”. Of course, the amount of time set aside for 
this supervised study is contigent upon the nature of the 
subject matter. During this period of time the pupils are 
to begin to do their homework with the guidence and 
assistance of the teachers. The pupils avail themselves of 
every opportunity to ask innumerable questions pertaining 
to the subject matter. In this way the pupils obtain indi- 
vidual help from their teachers. The amount of time given 
over to supervised study is so arranged that by the time 
the recitation period is over, each pupil will have accom- 
plished at least %4 of his homework for the next day. 
When this individual goes home at the end of the school 
day, he realizes that at least 4% of his homework has been 
completed with the assistance of his teacher; this in itself 


is an incentive to the child to complete his homework by 


himself. 
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Recommendations 


In making tours of the various buildings, I have made 
several observations that are worthy of note; therefore, 
I would like to recommend the following: 


I recommend that a single heating unit be placed 
in the South School instead of the five furnaces that 
we have at present. It would mean considerable sav- 
ing in the amount of fuel being used. 


I recommend that the plumbing and toilet facil- 
ities at the South School be renovated. 


I recommend that the flag polé satagne South 
Sechoohksbesrepaired, 


] recommend that some playground equipment be 
set up at the three grammar schools in order to im- 
prove the recreational facilities. 


I -recommend that the yard at the reapers. 
Genter. schooltbesoraded: 


Thirty-three new window shades were installed in the 
various schools. The hurricane did considerable damage 
to school property. As a result of which, a new flag pole 
had to be set up at the Center School, the entire roof of 
the Center School had to be reshingled and over $200 was 
spent to repair the, roof at the South: schoo About 
thirty window panes were broken.

The teachers have been 
very loyal and cooperative and may I say that their task is 
not the easiest one. In conclusion I want to express my 
most sincere appreciation and gratitude to the members 
of the School Committee, citizens of the community, teach- 
ers, Pacer Teachers’ Association, nurses and all others 
who have in any way assisted me in my supervisory capa- 


city.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr jules te hilie: 
Superintendent of Schools, 


Bellingham, Massachusetts 


My dear Mr. Philie: 


The following is-my first report as Principal of the 
Bellingham High School for the period, October 24-De- 
cember 31, 1938. 


On October 24, the opening day, there registered in 
our high school 140 pupils, 70 girls and 70 boys. We have 
47 freshmen, 40 sophomores, 34 juniors, and 19 seniors. 


Simultaneously with our entrance into the new high 
school, appreciation for which I sincerely express, there 
appeared a spirit of cooperation and good-will which has 
permeated our every endeavor. Our regular academic pro- 
gram as well as our extra-curricular activities has) been 
carried forward with determination and enthusiasm. 


With our new building and its many conveniences it 
is possible to carry on work without the limitations ordin- 
arily encountered. Our whole student-body is able to at- 
tend school as a unit and to meet for assembly at one time. 
Each teacher is able to conduct his classes without the 
disadvantage of supervising a study-group at the same 
time. Our one-session system enables us to utilize a 
longer school day, there being six periods for regular school 
work, and one activity period, averaging 40 minutes in 
length, with each teacher in school every afternoon for the 
purpose of assisting pupils who need special help. 
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Our auditorium-gymnasium furnishes opportunities for 
many activities which would otherwise be impossible. For 
example, a large number of our pupils, boys and girls, are 
members of our basketball teams. ISO we are able; 
through our dramatic club, public-speaking club, glee club, 
italian club, etc., to provide splendid opportunities for our 


pupils to acquire valuable and pleasant experiences. 


The program of studies in Bellingham High School 
consists of three courses, the college course, the commercial 
course, and the general course. . For information as to 
the constitution of these courses—required subjects and 
elective subjects—I refer you to the outline which supple- 


ments this report. 


Our school activities, apart from the regular studies, 
are being carried along very successfully. The school pa- 
per, “The Student Voice” is meeting with appreciation and 
praise in our school, our town, and in neighboring schools 
and communities. ‘The members of the dramatic club, glee 
club, italian club, and public-speaking club are doing ser- 
ious work and they will be given an opportunity to demon- 
strate their BDility betores the public in etic ancaratuture, 
The athletic coaches will, in their reports, inform the public 


of the activities of their teams. 


We look forward confidently to securing an A— stand- 
ing from the Massachusetts State Board of Education. 
Certainly the unrelenting efforts and unquestionable abil- 
ity of each and every teacher in our high school deserve no 


less. We also look forward to being on the accredited list 
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of the New England College Entrance Examination Board, 
a rating which will allow any of our graduates with a 
grade of 85% in all subjects studied, freedom of entrance 
without examination, to any of the twelve New England 


colleges or universities. 


The high school building, in addition to the 140 pupils 
aforementioned, houses three other groups, two sixth grades 
and one special class. These latter pupils constitute a unit 
entirely separate from that of the high school. They are, 
however, afforded certain special conveniences, outstand- 
ing among which are the conveniences of our Household 
and Practical Arts departments for members of the special 
class. © The program for these groups is, Naturally, en- 
tirely different from that of the high school group both as 
to subject matter and time schedule. This unlikeness has 
has failed to produce its normal effect of confusion, be- 
cause of the efficiency of all the teachers and becaus of the 


reasonableness of all the pupils in the building. 


An aspect. of our school program which I should like to 
mention at this time is our student council. The student 
council is a democratic body made up of pupils from the 
different classes. This body formulates certain regulations 
governing the conduct of pupils between periods and after 
the school day proper. It also appoints marshals whose 
duty it is to enforce the regulations and to prefer charges 
against transgressors. The council then, sitting as a jury 
with the chairman of the council as judge, hear the charges, 
deliberates, and pronounce judgement. The members of 


the council and marshals are to be congratulated inasmuch 
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meeimeie actions have.been characterized at all times by 
forcefulness and results. 


The success of our school at this initial stage is largely 
due to the cooperation which we receive from the towns- 
people. Their moral and financial support serves as a 
splendid inspiration to the faculty and students. 


In conclusion, I express my gratitude to the School 
Committee, the Superintendent, the members of the faculty, 
the special supervisors, the student body and the janitor for 
their wholehearted support and cooperation.

REPORT OF GIRLS’ ATHLETIC DIRECTOR

Recreation is play, and activity which refreshes be- 
cause it has the faculty of diverting attention from all 
else. Play does not outlaw any form of work; it may in- 
volve the expenditure of considerable energy. It is work, 
however, from which we secure only enjoyment, not in 
the satisfaction of its completion, but in the satisfaction 
of participation. There are many types of recreation, but 
we are concerned with that most refreshing, most diverting 
and re-creating form of real play—sport. 


The ‘sole purpose of a school sports program is not 
feesuord recreation. The aims are many: Healthful acti- 
vity, resulting in stronger bodies; social contacts which 
necessitate cooperation and team work, building desirable 
character traits; intra-mural competition, fostering school 
spirit; individual sports for use after school years. If 
students consider sports to be a form of recreation and en- 
gage in them voluntarily, our aims are easily accomplished. 


At Bellingham High School we have, therefore, made 


our sports program one of voluntary participation. 
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To date the main activity has been the one intra-mural ~ 


sport in which the girls will engage—basketball. Much 
enthusiasm has been shown, with about twenty-five girls 
turning out four afternoons week for practice. Two teams 
have been organized and a complete schedule of games 
arranged as follows:

time baseball will start. 
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A definite schedule of intra-mural games will be made 
for the baseball season, teams being made up from the 
four classes. If neighboring schools are interested in meet- 
ing Bellingham High, the best players will be selected from 


each class team to represent us in a varsity team. 


We are certain that each girl will interest herself in 
at least one sport and that the majority of girls will parti- 
cipate in all. 


Mhereirls are-to be complimented upon the fine spirit 
of sportsmanship and cooperation they have shown, both 
losing and winning. We shall make the aim of Bellingham 
Pieum eo ool A-sport for every girl, every girl in a sport, 
and every girl a good sport.

As a teacher of bookkeeping, it is only fitting that I 
should make out my part of this report in the form of a 
balance sheet:

It is my belief that every student should have the op- 
portunity to build himself up physically as well as men- 
tally. A healthy body is just as important as a developed 
mind. Supervised athletic activity not only. builds the 
pupil up physically but teaches him self-control, how to 
lose gracefully, and how to win like a gentlemen: It uses 
up his surplus energy, keeps him out of mischief, and is 
conducive toa clean mind. Sports, especially thosemmas 
volving physical contact, teach him how to take care of 
himself. : 
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To this end, 1 have tried not only to develop a win- 
ning team for Bellingham; but to teach them the right way 
to play the game.. As often as possible, I hold practice 
for what is termed the “B’ squad—all the boys who did 
not succeed in making the team. These boys are given a 
chance to learn how to play the game and at the same time 


get good wholesome recreation. For these boys, there will 


be inter-class games and if possible, a few games with out- 
side opponents. 


In basketball, our experienced material consisted of 
one player from Franklin’s second team. Our boys were, 
therefore, starting from scratch. Considering that most of 
their opponents had been playing under supervision since 
grade school, the fact that we won at all or even played 
close games is a great tribute to the ability of our boys: 
to learn quickly. The home training of the boys made the 


establishment of discipline which is so necessary to ath- 


letic squads comparatively easy. 


In our outdoor activities, we will be greatly handi- 
capped by the lack of an adequate playing surface for either 
baseball or football. We hope to obtain a nearby diamond 
for baseball. Our baseball team will probably be a little 
more successful than our basketball team. However, with- 
in a very few years, Bellingham will have teams in baseball, 
basketball, and football that will hold their own with any 
school of its size in this section. 
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Football is a relatively expensive sport, but one that 
should be established as soon as possible. It is looked 
upon as the greatest character-builder of any games, Our 
boys will be far better off when they are having super- 
vised practice in proper equipment. This past fall, they 
could be seen in fields scrimmaging with no equipment 
and very little knowledge in self-protection. Boys are 
going to play football no matter what obstacles are placed 
before them: It is our duty to see that they aresproper 
equipped and are taught to do it the right way—the safe 
way. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee, 
the ‘Superintendent, Mr, Trudeau, and the teachensms am 
their fine cooperation. I wish to thank the patrons of our 
athletic contests for lightening our financial burden.

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BELLINGHAM SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT for 1938 


To Mr. Jules Philie, Superintendent of Schools: 
May I present to you the annual report of school nurs- 


ing done in Bellingham for the year ending December 31, 
1938. 


The Milford District Nurses have just completed their 


twelfth year as school nurses of Bellingham, 


Two days a week were spent in school nursing, either 
in the schools or visiting the homes in behalf of school 
children. Monday afternoon in North Bellingham, Wednes- 
day afternoon in Bellingham Center, and all day Friday in 
South Bellingham is the regular schedule. ‘This has not 
been entirely adhered to this past year, as the different 
school clinics interrupt this routine to some extent. 


In January, sixteen children were given a complete 
physical examination, the last step in the School Chest 
Clinic program which was started in December of 1937. 
These children, “all suspicious or contact ‘casés) Obetuber 
culosis, were examined by Dr. Pillsbury from the Norfolk 
County Hospital in Braintree. 


In February. and March numerous home visits were 
made to obtain histories on retarded pupils, in preparation 
for the mental testing of these children by doctors from 


Foxboro. 
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Preceding the Diphtheria Clinic of March 28, home 
visits were made to explain the need for the treatment, in 
an attempt to have every Bellingham school child pro- 
tected against this disease. The Board of Health, as in 
the past four years, offered a: series of three clinic treat- 
ments. Ninety-four children were given the three pro- 
tective dosages. 


The school children were weighed and measured twice 
last year, in the fall and again in the spring. Throughout 
the year the pupils were given general inspections for 
cleanliness, inspected for disease, and health talks were 
given to classes. The following is a summary of this work. 


Cleanliness inspections, 814; classroom inspections, 
36; inspections for disease, 616; pupils excluded as suspi- 
cious, 22; pupils advised, 162; pupils given first aid treat- 
ments, 12; health talks to classes, 78; talks with teachers, 
171; home visits regarding pupils, 200. 


In June, just before the close of school, teeth tags 
were given to pupils as awards to those who gave their 
teeth the needed care throughout the year. 


Although the teachers are responsible for the testing 
of the eyes and ears of the school children, and send no- 
tices of defects home to parents, the nurse checks on the 
correction of these defects by home visits. 


Four children were transported to a Worcester Eye 
Clinic for examinations and fitted to glasses. 
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A young girl, who was a contact to a case of tuber- 
culosis and was found suspicious of the disease at the 
school chest clinic, was sent to a preventorium camp at 
South Braintree for the summer. The expenses were paid 
by the Christmas Seal Sale money. 


Forty-six pre-school visits were made last summer to 
children due to enter school in September. Parents were 
urged to have these children vaccinated early, to have their 
family doctor examine them and to have possible defects 
corrected before entering school. 


Throughout the summer home visits were made to 
check on the correction of defects found by Dr. Heavey. 
Quite a mumber: of these were corrected before semoar 
opened in September. 


A dental clinic in. ‘charge of Dr. Fielding @inenmer se 
Worcester County Extension Service was opened Septem- 
ber 12 at the:South Bellingham School.” This eliniem 4 
in session twenty-eight days. 


The following 1s a summary of the work accomplished 
at this clinic. 


At South Bellingham 136 children were treated. There 
were 114 cleanings, 321 fillings, 134 extractions and 119 
had their work completed. 


At Bellingham Center 69 children were treated. SUhere 
were /2 cleanings, 218 fillings, 115 extractions “mdmes 
children had their work finished. 
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At North Bellingham 62 children received care. There 
were 56 cleanings, 168 fillings, 31 extractions and 59 mouths 
completed. 


A chest film was shown to the High, South and North 
pupils on November 10, preceding the annual chest clinic. 


The clinic opened November 18. 125 pupils and 4 
teachers were skin tested, and 76 of these and 3 teachers 
Werems-tayed. (Ihis clinic if for the early detection of 
tuberculosis among our Junior High and High School pu- 
pils. 


The annual physical examinations, done by Dr.. Hea- 
vey, assisted by Miss [dwards, were started at South 
School, November 23. 


| The following is a summary of the defects found. En- 
larged tonsils, 165; enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 21; en- 
larged glands, 42; enlarged thyroid gland, 1; discharging 
Saeeo anemia, 15; poor nutrition, 11; fallen arches, 7; poor 
posture, 12; dry skin, 14; wax in ears, 2; spinal curvature, 
1; detective teeth, 135; inflamed eyelids, 1. 


The following diseases were reported and investigated 
throughout the school year. Whooping cough, measles, 
chicken-pox, a suspicious case of scarlet-fever, and sus- 
picious cases of german measles. Scabies, a skin disease, 
was also reported and checked. 
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In closing may I thank our former superintendent, Mr. 
Gotschall, and Mr. Philie for their cooperation ; the teachers 
for their interest and help; the school committee and other 
town officials for their aid; the South Bellingham Parent 
Teachers Association and the Center and North Red Cross 
for helping the nurses in so many different ways; and the 
parents for their confidence and support.

The other 
grades received a general inspection. 
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The physicals were not all finished in 1938. ‘ie 
Center and North Schools were done in January 1939 and 


the report of these will have to go over to next year. 


There has been a decided improvement in the children’s 
mouths owing to the work done in the Dental Clinic. I 
have found that those children with defective teeth have 
as a rule enlarged glands in the neck, and a foul odor from 
their breaths. 


The opening of the High School has increased the nu- 


mber of children to be examined. 


I wish to thank the School Nurse for her efficient co- 


operation during my examination of the children.
